The Troubles in Earaepe.

WasnixaroN, Nov. 18, —Notwithstanding the
fact thst & general Eurapean war looks immi-
nent, the impression in administration cireles is
that England will not be driven Into it, for the
reagon that she has too much at stake.

It is believed that if she ghould be drawn luto
war geveral of her colonies would revolt and set
up for themselves, In any eventonr Govern-
ment will maintain a strictly neatral position,
and take advantage of the disturbed condition
of Europe to build up our commerce and in-
crease our trade.

The Campalign in Missenrl,

Loxpox, Nov. 18, —Advices have been re-
ceived here from Orleans down to the evening
of last Monday. The Prussinns had retired to
the northward beyond Artenay. The French
bad constructed heavy earthworks ln frout of
the railway jumnetion, just ontside of Orleaus,
and ten thousand men had been employed at
the work.

The French army uncer General Paladines
was massed between Orleant and Artenay, the
cavalry of the French belng wretchedly managed,
which seriously interfered with their snecess.
A large number of boats have been collected at
Orieans which were to be used to cross the ariny
to the southern bank of the Lolre in case of
deleat in the Impending battle,

The requisitions made by the Prussians al
Orleans amounted to £200,000. Some skirmish-
fog had already been reported at the Freach
outposts,

THE RUsSSIAN QUESTION.

Vielat'en of the Parls Treaty.

Sea In an English frigate, the slmilar trip sab-
sequently by Lord Bulwer Lytton, and the
appearance of an Austrian squadron at Varaa, a
Turkish city on the Black Sea, when the Em-
peror of Austrin was there, and laztly the voy-
age of the Bultan in a Turkish frigate.

ters of Maximilian's Cabinet, while they discianed
the the b important events of the day, From that
intercourse and opportunity we becgme femls ano
ressolably couvinced that Marshal Dazaine, as o
greatl genernl pnd an honorable mea, was @ frand of
the et maguitude.

From cur conversation with him we knew early in
1566 that the whole tenor of his despatehes to the
Secretary of War of Frauce, and private letiars to
Nupoleon, was aguiost the nobiv-hoarted and sin-
cere Maximillan, In Septetnber of 1563 we knew
from the same source that Dasalne was plotting for
the dethronement of the young Fauperor, and uis
own appoiutment by Napoloon as Hegeut or Diota-
tor of “enh 0.

Ten days after he left the cliy of Mex oo, and bhs-
fore his dlsembarkation, Maximilian, at the head of
000 mien, with 28 gl:nu of artillery, left the ital
for Queretars, where the empire died, and where
Jusrer brutally asss the Archdake of aus-
trie.
